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practice of medicine at Gap, Lancaster
county. Returned to Philadelphia, and for
several years previous to his death ﬁllelts
inent position in the employ of the
unsylvania railroad company. Notwith.-
standing he took high rank as a physician,
I always felt that his life was misdirected,
that literature was the field in which nature
fitted him to shine, and Lad he made a
truer estimate of his own abilities and
lived to reach a riper age, he would have
ranked among the ablest thinkers and
writers of his time,

Within the last decade a revived inti-
macy sprang up between David and John
Houston, another eousin, who, for many
vears, was a permanent vesident of Phila-

phia, that ripened intoa close brotherly
bond of affection. ich terminated only
with the death of John. an cvenl which
took place in October, 1879.

I have thus hastily reviewed these
branches of the Houstou family and might
here fittingly close, yet am tempted to
philosophise. Of all the ccremonial out-
growths of humaun developement, noue
marks so high a place in the gradunations
of ethical progress as the well assorted
marriage tie, the tie in  which all
rites are but cmpty forms, the blend-
ing of two lives that judicial enact-
ments can  neither  iotensify  nor
scparate. Ncue is so  beautiful—none
80 fruitful in domestic felicity—uone ap-
peals so strongly or assimilates so readi-
ly with the best clements of oni nature—
none carry us so nearly to the outer rim of
man’s intelligence, whence we cateh veiled
glimpses of that higher, grauder, di.
vineg life, that las been the dream
of poet and philosopher of every age.
The early associativns—tihe agreement
to join fortunes——he united strocgle
to overcome difficultics—ihe mutual de-
pendence—the ever ready sympathy—

together tiding over the dark days, and |

sharing equally the joys of a'l the sunny
spots—the entire oneness of the desire for

the future of the children ; all these may |

become but a part of the vaguely remem-
bered past ; but the impress 15 left nupon
the soul, and shincs upon the face. Here
we have the fruition, the full measare of
man’s estate, the crowning of life. And
why should it not be a glorious one ?
Now when nearing the end of the race,
when the lengthening shadows mark the
decline of the covening san, they are
still gide by side, sarrounded by their
childien, now all giown to manhood and
womanhood, aud in their turn deeply im-
mersed in the cares and responsibilities of
middle life, repeating the same role, breast-
ing the same waver, treading the sume
paths trodden by the parents in the lone
ago, and yet every strugele, every step of
the way rendered less diffieult in conse-
quence of the example set and the carnest
admonitions deeply implanted ronwd the
fireside “in the eariy home life. Surely,
this is the acme of human allottment. Be
fore the lapse of another fifty years not
only they, but perhaps the most of us pres-
ent, will have gone to that ** undiseovered
country ;" but it is fair to presume, and
we sincerely hope, that this aged pair may
live to grace many reeurring anniversia-
m!l

state. A man of judicious readin:,of stern
integrity of character, of mos: genial so-
cial parts, of m&mmisin;ly orthodox
rzligions faith, mo higher praise can be

given of any citizen than can be fairly said
of him that he is a good citizen, a good
neighbor, a good husband and father, a
good Christian and a good man.

IMPECUNIOUS SHOWMEN,
Billy ¥dwards Gets Into Trouble.

He Is Prosccuted for an old Board Bl

Last evening Billy gdndrews’ lady min-
strels appeared in the opera house to an
audience which represented about £20,
There were four women and five men in
the company.

About 6 o’clock and before the show
commenced, Andrews was arrested by
Oflicer Cramer, on a warrant issued by
Alderman Lorr, on complaint of George
W. Eaby, for an old board bill contracted
u little more than threc years ago. The
complaint charges fialse pretense and ab-
sconding withont paying his board,

Cramer having to go on duaty at the
mayor's office, nunded Andrews over to
Holman, who took him -to the station
house and was about to lock him up when
the turnkey sugwested that the man be
given a chance to get bail. Ile got Chas.
Bitner, who was taken as bail in $200 by
Alderman McConomy fpr Andrews’s ap-
pearance before Alderman Barr at 94 a.
m. to-day.

A heariny was had before Alderman
Barr at 10 o’clock this morning, and the
testimony of Mr. Eaby, the prosecator,
was to the effeet that” Andrews and his
troupe, then pliving a variety show at
Rothweiler’s hall, had boarded for several
weeks at the Sorcel Horse hotel, of which
AMr. Eaby was then proprictor, and that
Andrews made himself responsible for the

board ; that he paid from time to
time, but when the troupe left
thero $ a balance of $48 un-|

pad ; tHRt he once afterwards received
from Andrews £10 on account, and bhas
received from him nothing since, That
he made frem time to time efforts to dis-
cover the whereabouts of Audrews, but
c¢ould not find him

For the defence Mr. Andrews was called
and testified that he paid Mr. Eaby from
day to day the boawrd of tho men in his
employ ; that when he could no longer get
a license to give performances, he paid
Mr. Eaby alff he owed him, told him he
would no longer be responsible for the
board of his men, and he himsell went
to board at the ’low tavern; that he never
made any false pretense to Mr.Eaby ; that
he did not abseond ; that he is a citizen of
Pennsylvania, and has ever since the date
of the alleged debt resided in Philadelphia,
though at times his professional engage-
ments took him butside the limits of the
state.

B. F. Davis, esq., counsel for Andrews,
asked that he be discharged, first because
there was not a particle of evidence show-
ing either false pretence or an intention to
defrand an inn-keeper; and secondly,
that il the offence had been committed,
the statute of limitation cuts it out, as it
was commilted more than two years ago.

B. F. E<hleman, esq., Mr. Eaby’s coun-
sel argued that a prima facie case had becn
made out, That Andrews had obtained
board for Lkis men by promising to pay the
same, that he had absconded without pay-
ing, and, that his absence from the state
deprived him of the right to put in the
plea of limitation.

The alderman demanded Mr. Aundrews
to furnish bail in the sum of #200 to
answer at court, informing him at the
same time that he would not accept as
bail the gentleman who had centered bail
forhim last evening. Mr. Andrews said
he was a stranger in tlus city and did not
known where to look for bail, whereupon
the magistrate made out a commit-
ment and placed it in the hands of
an officer. Mr. Andrews asked the
officer to give hiin a little time
to settle the matter; aud we are
told an arrangement was made whereby
Andrews was permitted to go to Colm.
bia where his company plays to-night, the
officer going along with him.

After the suit.brought by Mr. Eaby had
been disposed of by Alderman Barr, Mr.
Finney of the Grape hotel put in an ap-
pearance,and was about entering complaint
against the whole troupe for mnomn-
E:yment. of theirboard, when Andrews

aged him not to do so telling him if he
would accompany him to the hotel he
would make everything right, and he did
80 by paying the bill,
